Parting of Albert From His Be- 
trothed and Mother—How 
the Brothers Passed 
Last Night. 


They are Jubilant Over the Governor’s 
Action—What They Say—Story 
of the Dark Deed of 
Parricide. 


Respite Granted.

Crittenden has just granted a respite to the 
Talbott boys until Friday, July 22,1881. He 
says he bas not been influenced by the minis- 
ters, but does this on his own notion of right 


and justice. 


Parting From His Betrothed. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MARYVILLE, MO., June 24.—The town at 
this early hour is alive with hundreds. Dur- 
ing the darkness of the night the scaffold had 
been erected and everything made ready. The 
mother of the condemned and Miss Reta 
Lewis, the betrothed of Albert, was with 
the hovs until 11 o' clock last 
night. At the parting Albert 
broke down,and his agony seemed terrible. 
The scene was one never to be forgotten by 
those who beheld it. He soon regained bis 
composure and both boys lay down and slept 
quietly for four hours. They rose quite early 
but up to this time have eaten no breakfast. 
Albert is quite cheerfu!, laughing and talking 
to those around him. He said to one of his 
counsel: Jam ready whenever the officers 
are.“ Charles appeared quite restless and is 
very uneasy.

MARYVILLE, Mo., June 24.—At 10:50 the 
Prosecuting Attorney announced to the as- 
sembled thousands thata telegram had just 
been received from the Governor granting a 
respite to the Talbot boys until July 22. The 
crowd received it apparently good humored- 
ly. Before the announcement great precau- 
tion had been taken by the authorities anda 
heavy guard thronged around the jail. Allis 
quiet at this time. The boys are being con- 
gratulated by many of their friends; they are 
jubilant. 

THE DARK DEED. 

The murder for which Albert P. and Chas. 
E. Talbott were to have been hanged to-day 
at Maryville, Nodaway county, Mo., was one 
-of the strangest in the his- 
tory of crime in the West. 
The parricide, for such it was,had few exten- 
uating circumstances, the father being mur- 
dered by his sone after deliberate premedi— 
tation. Dr. P. H. Talbott, the murdered 
man, was at the time of his death the editor 
of the Greenback Standard, a 

aper published at Maryville, Mo. 

e was also engaged in practising medicine 
and he lived about nine miles from the city. 
On the evening of Saturday, the 1Sth of last 
September, Dr. Talbott, who had been at- 
tending a country fair, returned home and 
soon afterstarted out ona professional call. 

Returning to his house he entered the 
front room and sat down on the bed, At the 
time bis wife was lying on the bed and his 
son Albert sitting by the window, towards 
which the father’s face was turned. Sud- 
denly a loud report was heardand Dr. Tal- 
bott arose from the bed and staggered around 
the room. The assassin’s bullet 
had struck him in the right breast, 
passing entirely through his body, slightly 
wounding his wife, who was lying behind 
him, and tinally imbedded itself in the plas- 
ter of the wall. The ball was large and coni- 
cal, weighing an ounce and a half, and was 
large enough to be shot from a shot-gun. Dr. 
Talbott had his hand up to his 
breast when the murderer fired 
and the bullet carried away the thumb and 
middle finger of his right hand. All was im- 
mediately uproar. Albert placed his father 
in a reclining position onthe bed. lle then 
seized a gun from the corner and rushed out 
into the darkness. Soon after a shot Was 
beard, and Albert on his return stated that 
be had caught a glimpse of a man running 
away from the bouse and bad tired at him 
without effect. The wounded man lived in 
great agony until 2 p. m. on the following 
Sunday, when he died. Before his death 
he declared thut he could 
not imagine why anybody should 
kill him, and even surmised that the capital- 
ists of the country had sent assassins to kill 
him on account of his 8 to the Na- 
tional Banks. He left a will giving al his 
estate to his wife during her life and after- 
wards to his children. he Coroner’s inves- 
tigation resulted in nothing. 

Mrs. Talbottand Albert, the only witnesses 
to the shooting, were examined and told the 
above tale. The jury returned a verdict that 
deceased had been killed by some unknown 
person. Theverdict, however, satisfied no 
one, and from the very first suspicion rested 
onthe family. Their action had been very 
strange. They had made no efforts to arouse 
the neighbors or to pursue the assassin, 
While the Doctor lay dving, the wife and 
children seemed perfectly unconcerned. 
After the murder shooting was often heard 
around the house, andthe boys,in order to 
give color to the assassination, claimed that 
they had been attacked by armed men. This 
ruse comfirmed suspicion and every develop- 
ment was closely watched. 4A detective 
named James E. Brighton arrived from 
Kansas and went to work on the case. 
He soon became intimate with the Talbotts, 
and bis wife, who passed herself off as his 
sister, became very friendly with Albert Tal- 
bott. Soon the developments came. The 
boys took Brighton, who assumed the name 
of Hudson, into their confidence, and tried 
to hire him to killa man named Henry Wy- 
att, who, they said, knew that 
they bad kilied the old man. 
Wyatt was sleeping up stairs in the house on 
the nigbt of the murder. On the trial he 
swore that Ed Talbott took the guns and went 
down stairs to shoot his father. Both boys 
bad quareled with the old man frequently 
and they bad in conjunction with Wyatt laid 
plans to kill bim on several previous occa- 
sions. Brighton testified to the same facts, 


and on this evidence 
boys were sentenced to be hanged. 
Ihe old man was well known for his brutality 
to his fame, An old friendlofzhis said: “Dr. 
Talbott was not only a ‘*rapt, but be wanted 
everv one, including his family, iò look up to 


him as a god. When angry his abuse to them | 
was terrible.’ Henry Clay Dean, ina pri- 


vate letter to Hon. Lafe Dawson, says: 1 
cannot resist the impression, if tae Talbott 
boys killed their father, they were insane. I 
was well gequainted with Dr. Talbott. He 
was a fanatic of the insane type, upon whom 
reason was utterly powerless against his en- 
thustssm or his whims.” Albert Talbott 1s 
nott yet twenf?-two years of age, and Charles 
was seventeen the 18tb of last May.

That Comet. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch: 

CINCINNATI, June 24.—Professor Osmond 
Stone, of Cincinnati Observatory, says the 
comet} was visible here at 2:10 this morning, 
and must have arisen earlier, but was obscur- 
ed by clouds. He says the tail is directly up- 
wards and towards the west, making an 


angle of about 15 degrees withthe zenith. 
If it be the comet of 1812 it is moving south- 
east at a rate of one degree a day, although 
to most observers it will seem stationary, 
and may be seen between 2 and 3 o’clock a. 
m. for some time to come. It is the typical 
comet like the one usually pictured, with 
nucleus and om tail slightly curved and 
1 out at end. It may be the comet of 
1812, or a neweomer. It will require further 
observation to determine.

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GRASSHOPPER LORE. 


How the Obnoxious Insects Dispose and 
Care for Their Young. 
From tne Virginia Enterprise. 

A Truckee Meadows ranchman who has 
been studying the ways of the grasshopper 
for the past two years says they have a touch 
of intelligence in them that must come from 
the devil. Among many things be tells about 
the hoppers in proof of their being endowed 
with fiendish smartness, his description of 
the menner in which the eggs af the female 
are. placed in the ground is not the leist 
curious. He says when the time for de- 
positing the eggs arrives the hoppers se- 
lecta patch of ground that is somewhat 
soft vet of firm texture. Here collect 
swalirs of beth males and females. The 
males set to work and bore a hole in the 
zround to the depth of about an inch, care- 
fully smoothing the sides and rounding it. 
Five or six of them then seize upon a female 
and stand her on end in this hole waist deep. 
They then c#reiu'ly tramp in fine dirt all 
about the lower part of her body and thus 
securely fasten herin the ground from the 
waist up. When this operation is completed 
it is impossible for the female hopper to re- 
lease herself; indeed, our grassbopperologist 
says he has often tried to pull them out when 
so planted, and always found that they would 
pull in two, leaving the abdominal region 
(greatly distended with eggs) sticking fastin 
the ground. Once the female has rid herself 
of her load of eggs she can get out of the 
ground without the least diffiaulty. 

Our ranchman philosopber says that on 
withdrawing herself from the hole in which 
she bas deposited her egys the female seals 
up the top of it with saliva and dirt. In a 
short time this dries and the clay becomes as 
hard as cement. On digging out one of these 
cells after it has had time to dry it is found to 
be a sort of tube closely sealed at both ends, 
and able to withstand both moisture and 
cold. 

The male hoppers that dig the hole in which 
the egues are to be deposited evidently deposit 
in it the Victous matter that is to form the 
lower part of the egg case, leaving the female 
the task of closing it up as her part of the 
weak. 

It is only a patch of ground here and there 
that seems to fill all the conditions required 
by hoppers in their egg planting business. 
On these they swarm, and may be seen in- 
dustriously at work on almost every square 
inch of ground, allthe males at work like 
beuvers at digging boles, boosting up and 
planting the egg layers. 


Perils of Shopping. 
From the New York Herald, June 15. 

Inthe Supreme Court yesterday, before 
Judge Pratt and a jury. Mrs. Ann Maltach 
obtained a judgment for $800 against the firm 
of Ridley & Sons, fancy goods dealers in 
Grand street, for false imprisonment. The 
story of the plaintiff, who is alady of intelli- 
cence and admitted respectability, Was that 
she had beenacustomer of the store for 
about fifteen years. On the 27th of Februa- 
ry, 1880, she went into the store to select 
corsets, Not being suited in these she pur- 
chased a handkerchief and tooka general 
look at some other articles. She had in her 
possession a piece of goods which she had 
purchased at an auction store, and which 
wus without a wrapper. She obtained from 
one of the attendants a piece of wrappin 
paper, and after getting outside the store 
wrapped up the article in it. 
She was then arrested by Officer 
John Rawley, who, in citizen’s 
dress and acting as a detective about the 
store, brought her in and took her up stairs 
to what is Known as the search room, accom- 
panied by a shop-walker named Graff. There 
she was searched by the officer while Graff 
stood looking on. Nothing belonging to the 
firm Was found, and she was told it was a 
mistake. Atthe same time the general man— 
ager of the store came in and told her to 
leave. She was so excited by the cireum- 
starces and her nervous system so affected 
that she said she was unable to move, and 
asked that one ofthe lady attendant be sent 
to her. This was done, andshe finally went 
away, first complaining atthe station house 
andthen at police headquarters. Her ner- 
vous system, she alleged, was still consider- 
ably affected. The only defense offered was 
thatthe offleer had arrested plaintiff on his 
own responsibility, and that the shop-walker, 
evenif he had orderedthe arrest, had no 
autbority from the firm to do so.

1 often met 
both Griggs and Libby at the hotels where 
they were drumming customers—but how 
littie did I dream of the difference in their 
destiny: After Libby failed be obtained a 
situation under Stewart, and here he dis- 
played such ability that he 
eventually gained a contidential 
position and then was made partner. This 
very William Libby, who failed forty years 
ngo. is now atthe head of the great house of 
A. T. Stewart & Co., and is estimated at three 
millions, While Griggs dies a salaried clerk. 
“uch isthe difference inthe history of busi- 
ness men who may be equally matched in all 
points except those peculiar circumstances 
Which lead to suceess. It is a good thing that 
happiness is not limited to the attainment in 
this arbitrary manner of wealth, and perhaps 
Griggs may have bad as much real pleasure 
as Libby. The latter is now nearly three score 
and ten and has for many vears carried an al- 
most crushing burden. Few, indeed, have 
any idea of the labor performed by leading 
business menin any of the great specialties of 
the metropolis. Hence they are not always to 
be envied by those who mav be in humbler 
position. Stewart himself never saw better 
davs than when he was an actiye retailer and 
had the pleasure of waiting personally on the 
ladies of New York, and this indeed is 2 very 
common feature in experience. 


Ilow Boilers May Explode.

It 
isa well hnown fact that water is seldom 
seenin the vicinity of an explosion, and this 
is supposed to indicate that there was hone 
nthe boiler: butalthough the same lack of 
Water Was noticeable after the Western ex- 
plosion. the beiler was known to be three- 
“nuarters fulla moment ortwo before ft burst; 
so the theory of sudden dissipation into 
team seemed to be confrmed. Success is a 
powerful argument, but aside from the par- 
ticular success alluded to the explanation is 
logical enough to demand consideration, and 
% warn engmeers avainst ‘tiring’? so hastily 
and flereely that the ports cannot carry off

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LIFE IN MEXICO. 


Hew Life is Passed in the Sleepy Town 
. Of Mazatlan. 

Special Corresponcence of the New York Post. 

Mexiean statistics sare not trustworthy. 
The ren of the republic is estimated 
at that is to say, it is guessed to be—about 
ten millions. It may be a million or two more 
or less. The border State of Sonora, the first 
to be captured by emigration fromthe United 
States, fs guessed to contain one hundred 
andten thousand. Of this number ten or 
fifteen thousand, the minoritvin the count 
but the majority in warlike power and intel- 
ligence, arejthe Yaqui Indians, who possess 
the best lands of the. State, producing by 
skillful irrigation sometimes three annual 
corps of three or four hundred fold. They 
will be harder to overcome if 
the conflict should be one of 
orms than all the “gente de razon,’’ as 
the Mexicans with vanity term themselves in 
distinction from them. This tribe had their 
lands and autonomy guarantied to them ~ 4 
the old Spanish Government, and althoug 
since Mexico declared her own independence 
she has repeatedly attempted to coerce them 
she has always been unsuccessful. It is not 
to be supvosed, therefore, that the invaders 
from the North will easily carry out the 
method we have generally adopted of sub- 
duing the Indians Within our own borders. 
The Yaquis will not be likely to fancy Indian 
agents, probibition of firearms and removal 
to new reservations when their land is needed 
by white men. 

American population is already, without 
the aid of railroads, fast pouring into the 
State of Sonora, operating the mines in com- 
panies and cultivating the land in colonies, 
but it will be along time before similar in- 
roads, especially for agricultural purposes, 
are made upon this State of Sinaloa. Mazat- 
lan is its chief seaport and is the projected 
terminus of the projected International 
Railroad, which it is conjectured may reach 
it from the City of Mexico by way of Gaudi 
lajara. It is also contemplated that a branch 
will be extended to it from some point on the 
Mexican Central. Such splendid prospects 
for the future would stir up the wildest 
speculation and enthusiasm in any sma! 
American town. House lots and water fronts 
would advance a thousand per centum. IIo- 
tels and saloons would spring up like mush- 
rooms, streets would be lined out and graded 
for miles, and everybody would become rich, 
at least in imagination. 

Notsoin Mazatlan. First, the people do 
not believe that the railroads will come, an? 
secondly, if they do come they will bring no 
business and will be of no use. They rather 
prefer not to have them. They do not wish to 
have their siestas disturbed by the sereech— 
ing of whistles or the rattling of trains. Their 
ideas of life and its requirements are essen- 
tially different from ours. We live to act and 
act to live. They live to do nothing, and do 
nothirg, so that thev may not wear out life. 
The poorer classes, here as everywhere in the 
great majority, are contented with their little 
one-story adobe houses, with which the 
town abounds. There are no stairs, 
and that saves them trouble. There are 
few beds and little furniture, but the 
floors are col. We did not see a three-story 
huilding, but there are several of two which 
serve the purpose of Warehouses below and 
dwelling-places above. This is the invariable 
menage of the merchants. In no case dothey 
occupy country houses or apartments from 
their places of business. With the exception 
of a stroll upon the beach at evening all their 
exercise consists in the transit between their 
business, meals and sleep, by means of easy 
stairs and balusters. They rise at 7 o’clock 
for the first breakfast, which consists of coffee 
or chocolate and bread. They go down stairs 
to business which they transact from 9 to 11, 
when they, as the French say, give themselves 
the pain of mounting the stairs preparatory 
to breakfast number two. This is a substan- 
tial meal and may be better termed the 
dinner, for it has allits courses. After that 
comes the universal siesta, when for at least 
two hours the whole townis in absolute re— 
pose. Doors and windows are closed to ex- 
clude the intense heat, and men, women and 
children ail turn in to — There is no 
more life than there was in Pompeii while 
for centuries it was buried beneath the ashes 
of Vesuvius. Shorly before 3 o’clock the 
still yawning merchant again gives himself 
the pain of crawling down stairs to his busi- 
ness, Which terminates for the day at 5 
o’clock, the Custom House hours being made 
to correspond with this arrangement of 
time. Then from 6 to 7 comes dinner, and 
after it the evening walk. 

The daily life of the merchant’s wife is 
equally eventful. She does not always rise 
for the first breakfast, but takes it quietly in 
bed, and while her husband passes the two 
or three hours ofthe forenoon in his office 
she dawdies about the upper floor, calls for 
the children and scolds Antonia or Juanita 
for allowing them to make such a noise that 
her poor head is distracted, sends them off in 
a passion to school or more generally to the 
care of a governess, throws herself on a sofa 
With a French novel for a companion, 
and is already slipshod in her loose 
morning dress to accompany her 
husband to the second breakfast. She 
sleeps soundly during the siesta. and in the 
afternoon business hours dresses elaborately 
for dinner with the aid of her maid, who has 
been out in the forenoon to pick up the news 
of the day. She never drives out, but of 
course in the evening she is to be found at 
the Olas Altas. As forthe young men, those 
who are not packed off to Europe or Califor— 
nia for their education, they follow inthe 
footsteps of their fathers. The dauchters 
likewise imitate their mothers, excepting 
thatthey devote the hours of the day not 
passed in sleep to sitting at the window and 
watching those who pass by through the 
blinds. 


The ‘*Utter’’ Kangaroo Soup. 
Froin the London Globe. 

Any one in London desiring to indulge ina 
basin of kangaroo tail soup can do so much 
more readily than if he were livingin any of 
the great Antipodean towns. Several of the 
Colonial meat companies have made the tails 
of the kangaroo an article of export for con- 
sumers in England, and a shilling or two will 
place a Londoner in possession of a luxury 
of Australia which the Colonists there can 
generally obtain only after a hard day’s work 
on horseback. As a matter of fact, it is the 
rarest thing possible to see a Kangaroo hang- 
ing in a Colonial butcher’s shop, and potage 
queue de Kangaroo is a rarer item on the carte 
du jourof a Melbourne or Sydney dining 
room than it might be in the restaurants of 
the Boulevard des Italiens or Regent street. 
The soup is a thing which, if once 
tusted, is to be forever remembered. 
Prepured as it ought to be, with a due 
acmixture of white wine and the volks 
of bard boiled eggs, it is richerthan that 
made from hare or grouse, with a peculiar 
and quite indescribable flavor. But except 
the liver and digestion be sound, it is not to 
be partsken of with impunity.

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SAVAGE CONVICTS. 


Desperate Struggle on a Railway Train 
—Remarkuble Escapes. 
Kingston Cor. Montreal Herald. 

Last evening Mr. Charles Cooper, Chief 
Keeper of St. Vincent de Pau! Penitentiary, 
stated as follows: „At 6 o’clock Friday after- 
noon we left St. Vincent de Paul Peni- 
tentiary with thirty-one men and two 
women convicts bound for the Kingston 
Penitentiary. 
Tanneries, near Montreai, were reached, 
when I noticed that a number of the convicts 
had released their hands. After changing 
cars I noticed that more of them had re- 
moyedtheirirons. At first there was no ap- 
parent danger, and not until Cornwall was 
reached were escapes attempted. After 
passing thet place they demanded whisky, 
Which was refused. They then  pro- 
ceeded to create a disturbance, 
snapping the chains that bound 
them and alsoslipping the cuffe from their 
wrists, using soap which they obtained by 
some mysterious means for this purpose. 
They held one another’s arms while they 

ulled off the handcuffs, in some cases tear- 
ng the skin from the back of the band and 
knuckles. The guards aboard the train, to 
the number of five, endeavored to prevent 
these proceedings, but they failed; indeed, 
they were repeatedly pounced upon, and a 
haud-to-hand encounter ensued. The con- 
victs swere every guard would be murdered 
before they would remain five years in the 
Kingston Penitentiary. Others said they 
preferred death to living in the Penitentiary. 

“The excitement was most intense, and 
the seven guards, including myselfand Mr. 
Allen, were ina bad position. Thirty-one 
desperate men in contact with seven. Every 
attempt made bythe guards to rehandcuff 
the men was unsuccessful. Near Milie Roch- 
es, between Comwall and Dickinson’s Lan- 
ding, while a fight was proceeding, one of 
the convicts named Chaput smashed a win- 
dow near the end of the car, and in the twink- 
ling of an eye shot through. He was seen to 
fall on his back, pick himself up, and run 
away. The express was stopped, and two 
guards were detailed to capture him. He 
was chased for upward of half a mile, but 
not secured. The guards were afraid 
to pursue him further, fearing that their 
comrades inthe train would be murdered. 
Again the train started, and the disturbance 
was renewed. The guards were afraid to use 
their firearms, as the convicts had apparently 
the upper band of them. The latter used 
theiron cuffs and also the heavy boots as 
weapons. To quiet them one shot was fired, 
but tbis only infuriated the convicts the more, 
and they said thatifthe revolvers were used 
again they would kill the whole escort. 

“Terrible oaths were used. The female 
convicts begged and praved for quietness,but 
were rebukedand cursed. At Morrisburg 
two more convicts named Adams and La- 
berge jumped from the windows, followed 
shortly after by Giroux, who bolted at Aults- 
ville. The situation became awfully serious 
tous. At Edwardsburg a telegram was dis- 
patched to Brockville for a body of police to 
be on hand well armed. At Brockville we 
were joined by three officers. When they 
stepped on board the train we were encour- 
aged, and the men became more desperate. 
As we neared Mallorytown another man, 
named Bievnerre, succeeded in getting away. 

**At Gananoque a convict named Barri- 
veau escaped in a similar way. Between 
Gananoque and Kingston the most desperate 
fight occurred. As the journey end was 
being neared the convicts seemed prepared 
to do or die.“ Up and downthe cars they 
cbased the guards, and pummelled them 
severely. Iundertook, and succeded aftera 
great struggle, in hand-cufling one Robinson, 
u third term man, but he snappedthe chain 
like a pipe stem, and then struck me heavily 
several times. 

„At Ballantyne’s Station the seventh and 
last man, Dallier, jumped out. It is thought 
tbat he was injured, as, after falling, he was 
seen toraise himself upand then fall back 
into n beap on the track. Finally Kingston 
was reached, and the balance of the men 
were safely landedin the Penitentiary here. 
I have assisted in delivering upward of 600 
convicts in Kingston, but never have l had 
such atime of it.“ 


Who Wrote Mary and Her Lamb?

When shall we ever see the last in “notes 
and queries” columns of those old, old strays, 
‘*Consistency’s a jewel,“ Though lost to 
sight to memory dear,“ Who wrote “Rock me 
to sleep, mother,“ and who else wrote Mary 
had a little lamb?“ Every now and then we 
see these last mentioned verses attributed to 
one John Roulstone, who usually figures as a 
young Harvard student who died shortly af- 
ter graduation—as he did—but who now ap- 
pears as “proprietor of a popular riding 
school, sixty years ago.“ This is false in both 
variations.

Learn to Tread Water.

While no instruction is required to tread 
water it would be a good plau to become ac- 
customed to keep the body afloat in this 
way, in order to overcome the feeling of 
terror which people who cannot swim 
experience on being throwninto the water 
by an accident. A tank with water of 
suflicient depth would answer for practice. 
The swimming schools would do well to 
afiord facilities for treading water to persons

swimming lessons. A few experiments 
would be sufficient to give them the sense of 
wbility totake care of themselves in deep 
water, Which is all that is necessary for 
safety. ‘ 

The position of a person who treads water 
is safer and easicr than the sprawling 
attitude used in swimming. The difference 
between the two acts is that to swim is to 
propel. the body through the water by 
vigorous movements, While to tread water is 
merely to support it by gentle movements in 
an upright position so as to Keep the head 
in Lhe air. °

A MUTE MARRIAGE. 


Spelling Out the Nuptial Service With 
the Fingers. 
From the New York Sun. 

William G. Pownall and Miss Lizzie Wells, 
both of them deaf mutes, were married in the 
Church of St. Peter and St. Paul in Second 
strect, Brooklyn, at 7 o’clock last evening. 
The groom is a member of the firm of Harvey 
& Pownall, art stained glass works, 46) Hud- 
son avenue, Brooklyn. He is well to do, a 
man of education, and not more than 28 
years old. Soon after his arrival in this 
country from London a year or two ago he 
hecame a teacher of a class of deaf mutes in 
St. Francis Xavie’s Sunda School in 
this city. One of is pupils 
was Viss Wells, with whom 
he thus first became acquainted. She wasable 
to hear and to speak until she was five years 
old. She then had a fan which destroyed ber 
hearing, and upon this misfortune followed 
loss of speech. Her parents subsequently 
sent her to be educated in a Buffalo deaf and 
mute institution. Last May she removed 
from this city to Brooklyn and became a 
member of Father Malone’s Church of St. 
Peter and St. Paul. 

About 150 ladies and a sprinkling of gen- 
tlemen had gatbered in the church yesterday 
when a carriage drove up containing the bri- 
dal couple, Miss Agnes Lynch, the brides- 
maid, and Thomas F. Brady, the groom’s 
best man. The last two are not deaf mutes. 
They walked before the bride and groom up 
the aisle to the musie of the Wedding March. 
In front of the chancel the leading couple di- 
vided and the bride and groom took 1 
between them. The bride was dressed in a 
traveling costume of ecru silk trimmed with 
amber. Ecru feathers swept over her hat, 
which was alsotrimmed with silk and satin 
of the same color. She wore diamonds, She 
has a fair complexion and dark brown hair. 

The Rev. M. P. Costin, S. J., of St. John’s 
College, Fordbam, assisted by the Rey. Fath- 
er Gallagher of the Church of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, performed the ceremony. IIe has 
taken much interestin deaf mutes and has 
incidentally acquired a kmowledge of the sign 
language. Nota word was spoken dfring the 
ceremony until Father Costin said the Latin 
prayers in closing. It is supposed to be the 
tirst wedding of deaf mutes solemnized inthe 
sign language by a clergyman in the diocese, 

When Father Costin spelled out with his 
fingers the word, Wilt thou take Lizzie 
Wells, here present, for thy lawful wife ac- 
cordipg to the rite of our holy mother, the 
Church?“ Mr. Pownall shut the first three 
fingers of bis right hand and extended it be- 
fore bim with the thumb and little finger held 
out straight. The position of his thumb and 
fingers represented the letter V, but the mo- 
tion of the hand increased the significance to 
‘*Yes,’? which in his case took the place of 
the ritual words. Iwill.“ Then the same 
question was put to the bride, who gracefully 
repiied in the same way, and atthe same 
time bowed her head in assent. 

Next, Father Costin began to signify the 
words, I, William S8. Vownall, take thee, 
Lizzie Wells, for my lawful wife, to have and 
to hold from this day forward, for better, for 
worse, for richer, for poorer, in sickness and 
in health, till death do us part.“ He ex- 
pected that the groom would repeat them af- 
ter him clause by clause, but the groom, who 
evidently knew the passage by heart and who 
is very dexterous inthe use of the sign lan- 
guage, took the words out of Father Costin’s 
mouth, if the expression may be allowed, and 
completed the ceclaration. The priest soon 
stopped making signs with his fingers, and 
contented himself with bewing assent to 
show that he understood the words spelled 
out to be according tothe ritual. When it 
came tothe bride’s turn to make the corre- 
sponding declaration, she also rattled it off 
ahead of the priest with similar flueney. 

Father Costin said in silence: “I unite you 
in matrimony in the name of the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost.’’ The ring having been 
blessed and sprinkled with holv water from 
an urn the groom received it and, holding it 
in his left hand, said with his right: **With 
this ring I thee wed, and I plight unto thee 
my troth.’’ Then with his right hand be put 
the ring on the bride’s finzer. 

After the ceremony the bridal party was 
driven totbe bride’s home, 166 South Second 
street. Last evening the bride and groom, 
accompanied by the bride’s sister, who can 
speak, started on a tour to Saratoga. Among 
the many handsome presents displayed at the 
bride’s residence were a large and very valua- 
ble diamond cross and ‘a gold-lined solid sil- 
ver service of twelve pieces.

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Littre’s Work. 
Froma Paris Letter. 

The Paris Temps has applied mathematics 
to a busy period of Littre’s life with the fol- 
lowing result: The first copy of the French 
dictionary was sent to the press September 
27, 1859, and continued to flow with little in- 
terruption from the great scholar’s pen until 
November 14, 1872, when the last of the cor- 
rected proofs were returned. “During the 
thirteen vears thus consumed in the work, 
nearly 500,000 sheets of copy were sent to the 
printer, and 2.242 proofs were delivered 
to the editor and revised by 
him. Authors who are given 
to making additions to their proofs will per- 
laps be somewhat consoled by finde that 
M. Littre was by no means free from this 
mine weekness. The additions made in 
this way to bis composition aiter it was in 
printamountedto as much as 22 pages, of 
three columns each. If the whole length of 
the original proofs, end the additions to them, 
were added together in single file—thatis to 
sav, lip the cictionary were printed on a long 
rell of paper containing a width of only one 
column—the length of the roll so printed 
would be bout 40,000 yards. The lexicoy. 
rapher usually spent every day about twelve

He won their contidence 
after the murder and before they had been 
charged with the crime. Ilaving planned a 
bogus bank robbery, he took the TALBOTS in as 
confederates, but demanded that they should 
give some proof of their nerve for desperate 
work. In this way he claims to have got out 
of them boasts that they killed their father. 
To add to the chances of commutation BRIGHT- 
ON wrote a letter to the Governor. In this he 
says he got the confessions from the boys 
after plying them freely with liquor, and that 
he was not satisfied they should hang on his 
evidence. One of the boys is 22 vears old and 
the other 17. They made no preparation for 
death beyond willing their shares in their 
father’s estate, Which was quite considerable, 
to their mother. They are great novel 
readers, and when BRIGHTON made their 
acquaintance they were full of the ide of 
becoming desperadoes of the JAMES brothers’ 
type.

GRAIN CONTRACTS. 


The Courts Will Not Enforce Fictitious 
Sale Contracts. 

Judge Thayer rendered to-day an impor- 
tant decision in the suit of the Third Nation- 
al Bank against Tinsley et al. In this case 
was involved the question whether a broker, 
factor or commission merchant who has been 
employed by his principal to make contracts 
where the parties do not intend 
actual delivery witha third party and has 
done so in his own name but for his prin- 
cipal’s benefit, may maintain an action 
against his principal to recover money ex- 

ended at his request inthe settlement of 

osses accruing under such contracts. The 
court says: I have no difficulty whateyer in 
finding from the evidence that the parties,both 
principal and agent, had in view were wager 
contracts upon the price of grain, and that 
the losses Which the agent or broker event- 
ually paid were paid on contracts which as 
between the broker and the party with whom 
he dealt were mere bets upon 
the future market price of Wheat, 
no delivery having been made 
or contemplated. To find otherwise 
upon the evidence before me would involve a 
decree of credulity which this court does not 
possess. The plaintiff did not buy the paper 
with knowledge that it was not enforceable as 
between the maker and payee. If an agent 
conducts an illegal venture in his own name 
he becomes particeps criminis and the law 
will not aid him to recover such moneys 
advanced for such purpose. In cases of 
unreal and fictitious sales of grain and other 
commodities where no delivery is intended 
the courts will not enforce the contracts 
thereunder, and would not enforce them 
evenin the absence of any statute on the 
subject of gaming. Judgment must be en- 
tered on the notes against both defendants.”

MISSING PAPERS. 


The Coroner's Inquest in the 
Hatch-Riley Case Missing. 


The Coroner’s Office Entered During the 
Night by Some Unknown Person. 


There are some vague rumors about the 
Four Courts that nobody seems capable of 
thoroughly explaining away. The papers in 
the Coroner’s inquest in the Reilly-Hatch 
homicide are missing. Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Noonan says that when some of the 
witnesses were questioned with a view of dis- 
covering What testimony might be expect- 


ed kat the trial next September, 
a different tint was * on everything, and 
the result is that the whole statements that 
were so damaging at the Coroner's inquest, 
have assumed a different shape and are no 
longer as strong as they were. This fact be- 
came painfully evident to the attorneys for 
the State, and the witnesses were confronted 
about ten days ago with the sworn evidenco 
by them before the  Car- 
jury. No explanation was 
offered, but the delicately worded statements 
were aahered to. This was a source of great 
upensiness to Messrs. Christian, Noonan and 
Farris, but the climax was not reached until 
it was discovered that the original testimony 
had been stolen or mislaid. A diligent search 
was made for it, but without result. This 
was ten days ago. Another chapter in the 
matter opened last Tuesday morring and is 
located at the Coroner’s office. Dur- 
ing an inquest which is taken 
in long band the pages are copied with a let- 
ter press, which receives correct and lezible 
rints. On last Monday evening Clerk Ra- 
eigh, Coroner Frank and seem yf Coroner 
Praedicow left the office as usual, locking the 
doors. The drawers inthe clerk’s desk were 
also locked and the keys placed in another 
drawer. When Deputy Coroner Praed- 
icow arrived at the office Tues- 
day morning the drawers were 
open and the keys in them. This was not 
self-explanatory, but it was thought that 
Dr. Frank called in the night after holding a 
late inquest. Nothing was mentioned until 
the next day when the Coroner said positive- 
ly that be had not been at the office from 
Monday until 9a. m. Tuesday. The papers 
were examined, but nothing was missing. 
then dawned upon the of- 
that some care should be 
The letter book which among other 
inquests contains a copy of the Hatch inquest 
is now carefully locked upin the safe in the 
Coroner’s private office. When the testimony 
was taken in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection it was not as complete as that taken 
by the Coroner, and consequentiy this book 
will play an important part under existing 
circumstances in the trial. Coroner 
Frank was asked about the 
discovery in his office but said he could not 
account for it at all. There are five keys to 
the Coroner’s office, three of which are held 
by those in the office, one by the engineer and 
one by the janitor. These were all with their 
respective owners on the night in question. 


THE COTTON EXPOSITION. 


Meetings and Speeches at the Cotton 
and Merchants’ Exchange. 

The members of the Cotton Exchange were 
addressed this morning by Col. H.I. Kim- 
ball, Director General of the International 
Cotton Exposition to be held at Atlanta 
Ga., in October. There was a fair attendance 
and much interest manifested in the move- 
ment. 

Col. Kimball alluded to the origin of the 
Cotton Exposition movement, first suggested 
by Ed. Atkinson, the necessity for aiding the 
development of the great cotton industry and 
the advantages accruing to all ergaged 
in the cotton business from the 
Exposition at Atlanta. No industry 
in the world is so wastefully handled 
as cotton. The Exposition would suggest the 
way to remedy all this. It would be the first 
29 for showing the great resources 
of the Soutb, and it should secure the aid of 
the cotton meninSt. Louis. Inthe North a 
liberal spirit of encouragement had been ex- 
hibited and in Europe the 
Atlanta Exposition movement met with 
much favor. The machinery exhibit from the 
Old World would be very extensive. The 
handling, cleaning and preparationof cotton 
would be shown in every stage; the repre- 
sentation would include everything and 
everybody connected with cotton; the latest 
improvements in machinery, wagons, bags, 
ties, and the product would be 
very handsomely displayed. New York, 
Boston and the New England centers, Cin- 
cinnati, Louisville, Memphis and New Or- 
leans would be fittingly represented in the 
Cotton Exposition, and St. Louis could not 
overlook. or overrate her interest in 
the movement. The planter, the manufac- 
turer, the broker and everybody connected 
with the cotton industry would come togeth- 
er at Atlanta in October. The expenses 
would be met by subscription, and the sur- 
plus would be refunded tothe stockholders. 
New York bad subscribed $30,000 in three 
hours and Atlanta $50,000. The Exposition 
would be opened without a cent of debt 
over the building. It was hoped that 
St. Louis would subscribe 510,000, but she 
would get a good stand and a fair represen- 
tation for $,000. 

Mr. Hardeman of Georgia delivered a hu- 
morous #ddress advocating the movement 
and itsadvantages to the cotton interests 
of St. Louis. He was followed 
by Col. Paramore, who thought 
thatthe development of the Southern re- 
sources meant a great deal forSt. Louis. 
People were getting tired of discussing 
Generals and their military movements in the 
past. It was now timeto discuss general 
welfare, and the Cotton Exposition should 
claim the attention of everybody interested in 
that great industry. 

The subscription list at $100 per share was 
opened by Col. Paramore with five shares, 
4 M. Senter one share, W. L. Block one 
share.

At 12:45 to-day Mr. McEnnis called the 
Merchants’ Exchange to order and intro- 
duced Col. H. J. Kimball, of Atlanta, Ga., 
who spoke for some time on the advantages 
which would accrue to St. Louis by taking a 
prominent part in the Exposition at Atlanta.

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STAR ROUTE CONTRACTS. 


A Suit Instituted Against Commodore 
Davidson—Keren’s Connection. 
The suit which the Circuit Court to-day 
authorized Receiver Clubb of the 
Keokuk Northern Line Packet Com- 
pany to briag against William 
F. Davidson may lead to sensational devel- 
opments. It seems that when the re- 
ceiver took charge of the Packet 
Company’s property, under order of 
the court several months since, it was shown 
that a contract existed with the Government 
for delivering and taking up the mail bags at 
points on the upper waters between 
St. Louis and St. Paul, and that the payments 
in respect of such service had not been made 
forthe past year. Subsequently, however, 
the money Was paid over to 
William F. Davidson and he has refused to 
sive up any portion of the fund to the re- 
ceiver on two grounds. First, that 
the contracts with the Government were made 
in his bame. Sevond, that the Keokuk 
Northern Packet Line Company is indebted 
to him over and above the amounts received 
by him for performing the upper river mal 
service. The accounts of the packet compa- 
ny show a financial connection 
between Wm. F. Davidson and 
i. C. herens, the coal merchant and mail 
contractor mentioned in connection 
with the Star Route investigation. 
There were money transactions between 
Davidson and Kernes, and it seems that manv 
contracts undertaken by Kernes, were sublet 
10 river — companies. The 
exact amount of money paid by the Govern- 
ment to Davidson forthe upper griver mail 
service last year is only known at Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Eastern papers 
have published statements to the effect that 
s much as 350,000 was paid by the Gov- 
crnment to Mississippi River mail 
contractors for carrying empty 
mail-bags, the serviee to pointsin the river 
districts being effected by rail and stages. 
r The mail route contract referred to in the 
Suit is that which has figured inthe Star 
Noute scandal, There were really 
two contracts, one for mail 
carrying along the river from St. 
Louis to Keokuk and the other from Keokuk 
10 St. Paul. On the latter portion 
there was next to nothing to carry, 
nearly all river points being better served by 
Yailroads. It was on that portion that the 
empty mail bags were often carried. The 
Government paid a big price for the 
service and getting ho comparative return. 
In the lover route from St. Louis to Keo- 
Kuk there Was more business, many 
towns being reached which were 
otherwise dependent on the infrequent stage 
lines for overland communication.~Postmas- 
ter Sam Hays was an advocate of the river 
service by Davidson’s line, but only interest- 
tu himself, it is claimed, in having the route 
maintained between St. Louis and Keokuk. 
it. C. Kerens, the Star Route contractor, had 
un interest with Davidsoninthe contract, 
nut to what extent has not vet been devel- 
oped.

The twenty-second biennial festival of the 
North American Sengerbund, which will be 
held at Chicago from June 29 to July , is 
the only topic discussed among local musi- 
cians. 

The German Sengerbund of North Amer- 
len, the parent of the present organization, 
was founded in 149 with five secieties, 
numbering 115 members participating. Since 
that time it has growy so rapidly that at the

Liam. The Swnagerfests of the last ten years 
na ve all been creat successes. The one held 
in St. Louis in 1872 is stil well remembered, 


On that oveasion fifty-two societies, number- 
ing 1400 members, participated. 

The festivals held since that time were at 
Cieveland, O., in 1974; Lowisville, Ky., in 
177: Cimcinnati, ia 1879. 
was begun under most unfatorable auspices. 
The Chicago delegates at Cineinnati very re- 
hectanthy agreel to abide Sy the 
unanimous decision of the other delegites, 
choosing Chicage as the next location. 
Their hesitation arose from the fact that the 
dicrman singing sovietics in Chicago had 
herdiy any of tke material necessary for the 
artistic objects of a great musical festival. 
It was vontidently expected that a failure 
would result, but 2000 hard 
work was done, and the result is 

“that the SUCCESS is now assured, 
Mr. Wans Balatka was elected conductor, 
apd to his endeavors much of the success of 
the enterprise is due. The financial plan of 
substituting a refundable loan for the cuar- 
antee fund, which had not always proved se- 
sure, becume very popular, and in less than 
three montbs the committee on finance had at 
its disposal a cash iund of more than 80,000.

ofthe house. The hall contains 8,800 seats in 
the parquette and gallery, besides tne large 
amphitheater built for orchestra and singers 
and seating 1,500 of the latter. 

The participants will include all the best 
vocal and instrumental musicians in the 
country. Thesexutte which has been en- 
gaged is regarded as superior to any that 
ever participated in aswngerfest. First on 

the list comes Madame Dr. DPeschka-Leut- 
ner, a native of Vienna. 


me. Peschka-Leutner possesses a rich,, 


trained and powerful voice of great compass. 
and she is ane of the greatest dramatic 
eoloratura-singers in Europe. She was en- 
gaged atthe Boston festival in 1872 and re- 
evived a great ovation. Mme. Emma Don- 
aldi, a lady of American birth, who was edu- 
eated in Milan, comes next. She has a fine 
soprano voice. and has met with great sus 
«ces in Italy. ‘The others, Annie Louise 
Cary, Wilbelm Candidus, Franz Remmertz 
and Myron W. Whitney, are well known for 
their ability.

Information. 


„Lock here,” said an immigration agent at 
the Union Depot this morning, as he came up 
to several other immigration agents. When 
be said “‘look here” he held up several pages 
ofa pamphlet in German. If it bad been Hin- 
dostanee it would’nt have made any differ- 


ence. These agents are 
POLYGLOT FELLOWS. 
They locate an immigrant’s derivation as 
soon ashe gets off the cars and proceed to 
wrestle with each new-comer’s vernacular, 
They tell him in German, in Danisb., in 
French, in Spanish, in lish or in a, ytbing 
else he can understand howto get his baggage 
checked, which train he takes west or south, 
and how long he has got to remain iz the St. 
Louis Depot. So when the man with the 
literature said Look here,“ the agents 
crowded around and began to read. As they 
read they began to grin and then to talk. The 
agent who had made the discovery represen- 
ted Kansas. He didn’t laugh. le swore. 
The pamphlet purported to be gotten out to 
tempt Germans to locate in The Golden 
Belt.“ The fertility of the soil, the salubrity 
of the climate and other material advantages 
were set forth with all the extravagance that 
could be imeorporated into the Teutonic. 
Then the pamphlet went on to tell 

WHAT A GOOD STATE 
Kansas was. It said that within the past 
three or four years the Legislature had been 
enacting laws with a view to elevating the 
moral tone of the population. In order to 
show how desirable Kansas was as a place to 
live in the author proceeded to quote section 
after section of the alleged laws. These quo- 
tations commenced with the most stringent 
sections of the prohibition act, and then fol- 
lowed the famous blue laws“ of Connecti- 


credited to 

section forbade a man 
kiss his wife on Sunday and prescribed as the 
penalty a ine of %. There was no end of 
similar nonsense, and yet all was givenas m 
the best of faith and was calculated to make 
the immigrant think well before he decided 
that Kansas was the place for him. 

The agent said that the immigrant, 
in whose possession he had found the pam- 

blet, told him numerous copies of the pub- 
ication had been distributed at the seaport 
where he embarked, and that they were read 
and earnestly discussed on shipboard, the 
general sentiment being that Kansas society 
was altogether too far advanced for them 
if such laws were in operation. The 
immigrant said be ha decided to 
settle in the western part of Missouri 
near enough to get the advantage of all the 
boasted fertility of Kansas soil, but outside 
the jurisdiction of such acode. The immi- 
grant didn’t say it quite as well as that, but 
such was his meaning. 

MORE MUNCHAUSEN LITERATURE. 

Whenthe Kansas agent bad ventilated his 
grievance the representatives of some of the 
other States gave their experiences. The 
Arkansas man told ofa publication he dis- 
covered had been circulated among the for- 
eigners who were looking toward his com- 
monwealth for homes in the New World. It 
was a collection of libels fearfully and won- 
derfully constructed. Settlers in that State, 
the book said, died at the 
rate of several hundred a day 
the year round from yellow fever. Those 
who survived the fever usually fell victims 
to the heat. Crocodiles abounded in all the 
streams and serpents were numerous, some 
of them large enough to swallow an ox. In- 
deed the Arkansas man said he feared to tell 
all that this outrageous book contained lest 
the other agents would think he was rominc- 
ing as Well as the rascal who wrote the book. 

At this a Missouri man fished out of his 
pocket a little 

HANDBOOK OF KENTUCKY, 

which he said was being sent abroad to tempt 
immicration tothe blue-grass country. A 
feature of this book was a map which 
showed the whole of Kentucky and a big cor- 
ner of Missouri. Kentucky was made to ap- 
pear endowed with all the gifts nature could 
lavish, while Missouri was pictured as a great 
swamp. Thenthere were some paralyzing 
statistics about the losses of cattle by reason 
of severe weather in Northwestern States, 
and the reader Was assured that not a brute 
had perished from that cause in Kentucky the 
past winter. The odious comparisons were 
followed by arare collection of letters from 
mythical settlersin Northern and Western 
States, describing their sufferings from rigor— 
ous climate. 

Then the agents fell to discussing the merits 
and demerits of various nationalities, and to 
telling What immigrants made the best set- 
tlers and what ones they liked to see some 
other road get. They were in the midst of an 
excited discussion when a lot of Polanders 
came out of asecond class coach from the 
Kast and looked helplessly around upon the 
confusion of the Union Depot, demanding 
immediate attention to make the outgoing 
trains.

Absurdity of Councilman Scud- 
der’s Gas Compromise 
Made Evident.

Just as the Post-Dispatch Predicted 
Would Be the Result 
Weeks Ago. 


Mr. Scudder got up in the Council some 
time ago and triumphantly pointed out the 
strong feature in the gas compromise. He 
said that the bill had been so altered as to 
give the city the authority to repudiate the 
agreement whenever it saw fit. The Post- 
DISPATCH immediately showed the ab- 
surdity of such a position. There 
was an inconsistency between such 
a concession and the grounds 


given for the company’s acceptance of the 
compromise which was at once appuirent. 
The Post-DISPATCH asserted that 
MR. SCUDDER WAS MISTAKEN 

in bis representations; either the language 
of the bill would not justify such an infer- 
ence as he drew, or the company would re- 
fuse to accept the agreement so worded. 

Sure enough, the outcome sustains the 
statements of the PosT-DISPATCH. The al- 
teration Mr. Scudder was so pleased with is in 
the eighth section. The reading in the bill, as 
originally drafted and with which the rep- 
resentatives of the company expressed satis- 
faction, was as follows: 

THE OLD SECTION EIGHT. 

S. Each party agrees with the other to 
keep their agreement in good faith and honor, 
and if the city of St. Louis violates the same 
by repealing this ordinance or any portion of 
it except section two, it shall refund to the 
company all that bas been received into the 
city treasury from the company or its succes- 
sor failing to make the} payments aforesaid 
within the ten days from the times they re- 
spectively fall due, it shall forfeit and pay to 
the city in addition to said payments fifty per 
cent on the same. 

THE NEW SECTION LIGHT. 

The change which gave Mr. Scudder so 
much satisfaction makes the section read iu 
this Way: 

8. The city of St. Louis feserves the 
right at any time to annul the contract au- 
thorized by this ordinance, and if it does so 
it sball reftundto the company all that has 
been received into the city treasury from the 
company or its successor by virtue of clause 
two aforesaid, and if the Gas Company or its 
successor fail to makethe payments aforesaid 
within the ten days from the times they re- 
spectively fall due itshall forfeit and pay to 
the city in addition to said payments filty per 
cent on the same, and neither party shail be 
liable to the other except as herein expressed. 

The section two mentioned in section eight 
contains the finane’al terms of the compro- 


mise which have been published so many 


times. 
THE COMPANY, DISSATISFIED 

with section eight in the form last given, the 
bill comes before the council to-night. It 
will make little difference what action is 
taken,for the representatives of the St. Louis 
Gas Light Company have declared their dis- 
satisfaction with the new wording. Presi- 
(lent Lackland informed Manager Newman 
last night that the company would 
refuse to accept the ordinance unless 
restored to the original form as 
regards section eight. Mr. Newman 
says that there is developing among the gas 
light people an indisposition to compromise. 


| He himself favors such a course, believing it 


will be for the interest of both city and com- 
pany, but he finds himself called upon to 
agree tothe ‘‘pro’’ of the question every 
day. Ile says the St. Louis Gas Light Com- 
pany has fewer consumers in proportion to 
size and population of the district occupied 
than any company in the United States, 
and be thinks this is partially due to 
the controversy with the city and the dis- 
If the compromise is ac- 
cepted he thinks the settlement will be fol- 
lowed by the addition ofa thousand con- 
sumers to the list of patrons, and each con- 
sumer is worth about $20 a year profit. 
Quite a number of stockholders, however, 
are stirring up dissent with the terms of 
compromise, Their argument is that the 
profits are large now and that the best 


| policy is to reap the immediate harvest and 


talk compromise some years hence. 

From all that can be learnedit appears as 
if the adjustment of difficulties between the 
city and the company was a good way off.
